Referred to task force 


Council delays vote 
on civil service plan

Civil service for city employes 
can’t seem to get off the ground in 
Romulus. 

Seven years ago, voters defeated 
the measure by a small margin. 
Tuesday night, council members 
couldn’t get together and ended up 
delaying action, pending further 
study by a task force appointed a 
couple of weeks ago. 

Everything appeared ready to go 
Tuesday for a favorable vote by 
council on how to place the civil 
service question on the Nov. 6 city 
general election. Ten months ago, 
the council approved placing it on 
the ballet but did not specify how 
the measure would be classified. 

The original civil service system 


'Are we voting 
on an amendment...?' 


was drafted by Clerk Leonard J. 
Folmar and the city attorney. Ac- 
cording to the clerk, the civil service 
program proposed for Romulus Was 
a vast improvement over traditional 
types, inasmuch as it excluded 
department heads and complied 
with the city charter. 

Following slight revisions last 
week by the counci I -appointed task 
force, the new civil service plan 
appeared to need only a slight push 
by council for placement on the 


November ballot. 

Robert Plank, a member of the 
audience, questioned whether civil 
service would become a “political 
football”, if placed on the same 
ballot with candidates running for 
city offices. 

Plank urged that the matter be 
postponed until a later date when no 
candidates were seeking office. 

The city charter stipulates that if 
defeated by the people, the civil 
service measure can be resubmitted 
twice more. 



Council member Beverly 
McAnally asked: “Are we voting on 
an amendment to the charter or on a 
civil service ordinance?” 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
explained that if voted in as a 
charter amendment, the civil ser- 
vice system would be “locked in” as 
opposed to a city ordinance which 
could be changed from time to time. 

Folmar interjected, saying the 
civil service program could be voted 
on as one of three options — an or- 
dinance, an amendment to the city 
charter, or as a referendum 

McAnally said she was against 
putting the civil service proposal on 
the November ballot because of the 
confusion in the wording. She said 
she wanted to be assured of the 
validity of the civil service measure 
if passed. 

“1 don’t want the people to be 
fooled, have the civil service 
question challenged and then thrown 
out,” she added. 

Council approved her motion to 
rescind the motion to have the civil 
service question placed on the 
coming November ballot, but 
referred it back to the task force for 
more study and for a recom- 
mendation that it be put before city 
voters at a later date, possibly at the 
city school election next June. 

Although he voted in favor of 
MeAnally's motion, Raspberry 
questioned what more the task force 
can do jit this polrff 

“SyilfUtt v ttirg happen nex* 
June and we vote to postpone it 
until the following November?” he 
asked. 

Although Charles Lowther, the 
city attorney, echoed Folmar’s 
explanation of the three possible 
methods of placement on the ballot, 
council’s action Tuesday left which 
avenue to pursue still unresolved.

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Seniors' complex groundbreaking is Oct. 12 


“Time heals all wounds”, or so the 
old saying goes. 

Whether that be true or not, the 
controversy over a senior citizens’ 
high-rise building just behind the 
downtown area seems to have died 
down considerably. 

In fact, the official ground- 
breaking ceremony is scheduled for 
3 p.m. Oct. 12 at the corner of Bib- 
bins Avenue and Shook Street by the 
developer, North Cranbrook 
Associates of Southfield. 

Only a few short months ago, 
residents of the area voiced com- 
plaints about the proposal. Some felt 
undesirable tenants might be used 
to fill vacancies for senior citizens 
and that many questions were left 
unanswered as to size of the 
building, fire and police protection 
and increased sewer costs. 

Many said the building should be 
located in another section of the city. 

However, as high as tempers 
flared then, a week from this coming 
Friday will see city, county and 
state officials and many city 
residents turn out for the high-rise 
groundbreaking, the rite that will 
signal the beginning of construction 
on the 6-story complex, which will 
cost an estimated $4 million 

First preference for tenancy will 
be given to residents of Romulus, 
who must be 62 years of age or older 
to qualify In isolated cases, han- 
dicapped persons not yet 62 also may 
be admitted 


The new high-rise structure will be 
similar in design to the Wayne 
Towers and the Garden City 
Towers, also built by North Cran- 
brook Associates. 

Residents who will occupy the 115 
one-bedroom units and 10 two- 
bedroom units, will pay only 15 to 25 
per cent of their income for rent. 
Tenants will be protected by the 
latest in security systems, including 
a single entrance from the outside, 
television camera surveillance for 
the foyer, a sophisticated call and 
fire alarm system throughout the 
building, and a well-lighted parking 
lot for 63 cars. 

The main floor of the high rise will 
include a large lounge, multi- 
purpose room, library, card room, 
arts and crafts workshop, special 
meeting room, laundry, storage 
area, office space, and outdoor patio 
area with shuffleboard courts. 

Proximity of the new high rise to 
the downtown section of Romulus 
will make it easy and convenient for 
tenants who wish to do their shop- 
ping on foot. 

Mayor William M. Oakley urged 
all those senior citizens who wish to 
live in the new high-rise building to 
sign up by calling his office at 941- 
0666 and giving their name, address, 
and telephone number.

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Angry resident 
blasts conditions 
along Henry Ruff 


A very unhappy man Tuesday 
night told the Romulus City Council 
he would take matters into his own 
hands, if something was not done to 
remedy conditions on Henry Ruff 
Road near his home 

A visibly angry William Sellars 
described the large potholes, ex- 
cessive road oil, inadequte lighting, 
and trash dumping prevalent on that 
thoroughfare near his residence. 

“I’ve been complaining for three 
years and nothing has beeh done,” 
he said. 

Explaining that he had lived at 
that same location for the last 27 
years, Sellars warned that if road 
conditions were not taken care of, “I 
will take a day off, and you'll have 
the worst trouble you’ve ever had!” 

Sellars further claimed the city’s 
ordinance officer “was not doing his 
job”, that “there are lights where 
nobody lives”, and that “you can 
swim in the oil” on Henry Ruff 
Road. 

He also threatened to make 


trouble if the city attempted to put 
more oil and gravel into potholes 
instead of repairing them with 
coldpatches. 

David Paul, director of the city’s 
Department of Public Works, said 
coldpatches were not the ap- 
propriate remedy, but agreed that 
something would be done to a lleviate 
matters on that stretch of Henry 
Ruff Road. 

Sellars received support from a 
neighbor, Ed Rush. 

He also contended there was too 
much oil on the roadway and 
suggested that Paul look into the 
matter. 

“The oil is too thick and is not 
soaking in,” he claimed. “Lights are 
needed from Merriman to Mr. 
Sellars’ property.” 

Commenting that he had been 
passing out petitions complaining 
about the conditions on Henry Ruff 
Road, Sellars looked at Mayor 
William M. Oakley, saying: “I saw 
you out there looking around.”

Lions Club sets up 
O 'Connor trust fund 


Publicity given to the plight of a 
31-year-old Belleville man, left 
crippled 14 years ago after a motor 
scooter accident, who cannot find 
work, has paid off. 

Coming forward to the rescue is 
Bill Overman, local businessman, 
who has offered to set up and ad- 
minister a trust fund for Dennis 
O’Connor at a local bank on behalf of 
himself and the Belleville Area 
Lions Club. 

Two weeks ago. The Belleville 
Enterprise ran a front page story 
detailing how O’Connor had to exist 
on $316.90, which he receives each 
month from the State of Michigan. 
The story explained that, in spite of 
his injuries and brain surgery, the 
personable young man is able 
physically and mentally to hold 
down a white collar job. 

Overman, currently first vice- 
president of the Lions Club, has long 
been a friend of O’Connor, oc-

Association of CPAs have come up 
with 10 ways of countering inflation 
blows that might be equally useful in 
the home 

Their 10 cost-containment 
suggestions are: 

(1) Multiply your sources of 
supply. You shop around when you 
buy a new car or a TV set; do the 
same for every-day consumable 
items Only if you buy from two or 


more sources will you learn that a 
price advantage is available. 

(2) Prepare a “needed-soon” list. 
Knowing what household 
necessities are in short supply will 
keep you alert to bargains you can 
really use. Avoid buying “bargains” 
vou really don’t need. 

(3) Take advantage of special 
offers, but, again, only if you need 
the product. Cents-off Two-for-the- 
price-of-one, Mail-in-the-coupon 
Two-percent-off-for-cash. All good 


as gold, but only IF you would have 
bought the product or used the 
service without the special offer. 

(4) Get rid of white elephants 
Industry periodically clears out 
assets that are rarely or never used, 
converting them to cash which can 
be invested to earn income. This also 
increases the space available for 
useful purposes 

(5) Take advantage of economies 
of scale — but with care. Realize 
that savings that come with buying 
bulk, but don’t overdo it. Remember 
that stocks on hand for prolonged 
periods are an expense; they tie up 
capital and have to be heated, air 
conditioned or otherwise main- 
tained On the plus side is the fact 
that almost anything you buy could 
cost much more a year from now. 

(6) Reduce waste. Take another 
look at your life style to see how 
many of the expenses you take for 
granted could easily be dispensed 
with: the seldom-used phone ex- 
tension; the unread magazine; the 
heated but unslept-in bedroom; the 
duplicated accident-insurance 
coverage, the club membership no 
longer used , the savings left on long- 
term deposit at low interest. 

(7) Get everybody into the act. 
Industry finds that waste-reduction 
programs work only if everyone in 
the organization realizes how 
necessary they are. Impress on the 
whole family the importance of 
staying alert for “leaks.” 

(8) Do it yourself. Companies are 
saving by letting people on staff 
perform simple services that once 


(10) Substitute Where quality is 
comparable, consider the lower- 
priced. alternative product. Don’t 
believe you must remain loyal to an 
item you have always used. That's 
not loyalty, it’s a habit — sometimes 
a bad habit in times like these.

Editorial opinions 


'Press Week' 


Since the establishment by James Franklin, brother of Ben- 
jamin, of the New England Courant in 1721, the press in this 
country has successfully resisted all efforts by government to 
restrict or license its right to gather and disseminate the news. 
But this fight has been neither without cost or hardship. 

We feel it is appropriate that during National Newspapers 
week, citizens of the community be reminded once again of the 
price extracted from countless men for their dedication to the 
principle of a free press. 

James Franklin, founder of the first truly “free press”, dared 
to challenge the government’s regulations requiring licensing and 
the bowing to officials pressures of publishing by ‘authority’. 

Franklin, in 1722 refused to halt his outspoken attacks on the 
government. Following his criticism of the authorities for their 
ineffective defense of Boston waters from pirates, he was hauled 
into court and eventually jailed for contempt. 

Once free, Franklin again took up his attack on the authorities 
but within a year, was again tried before a General Court and 
barred for life from ever again printing or publishing the New 
England Courant. 

Franklin had paid the price for establishing in America, the 
principle of publishing without authority. 

The next serious threat to the free and unrestricted publishing 
of newspapers occured in 1798, with passage of the Allen and 
Sedition Act. 

One provision of the new law declared that any person writing, 
publishing or uttering any false, scandalous or malicious 
statements against the government could be punished by im- 
prisonment. For the next two years, more than 19 indictments 
were handed down under the provisions of the Sedition Act. 

Those editors who had dared to resist the silencing of the news 
had paid the price for their defense of a free press. Many of them 
were ruined for life, both physically and mentally, as the result of 
! their actions. 

Today, it is unlikely that the reader of a newspaper is fully 
aware of the implications of a free press. Relaxing comfortably, 
while reading accounts of the actions of their elected officials, or, 
discovering through a feature story the contribution of one of 
their neighbors, may not appear to represent the high level of 
achievement that it does. But it is indeed a level of achievement 
that millions throughout the world would fight to gain. 

It is of course difficult to speculate about how our country might 
have developed without freedom of the press, but you can be 
assured that a democratic society could not have long survived 
without the probing eye of ‘a free press.’ 

Experience has shown that time after time, the party in power 
will inevitably abuse that power in the interests of expediency. 

Without a free press, unrestrained by government and sup- 
ported by the people, this great system that we must all concede 
is the best yet that man has been able to conceive, would have 
most certainly perished from the face of the earth. 

This week has been designated National Newspaper Week. We 
feel it would be fitting for you to once again take stock of what this 
great country has provided you with. 

This country would not exist today as we know it, without ‘A 
Free Press’.

Legislative priorities

Making auto homeowners insurance 
available at fair rates is one of the legislature’s 
top priorities for this fall 

Many Detroit area residents have been 
refused auto or homeowners insurance simply 
because of where they live. Such persons then 
have no choice but to purchase insurance from 
the state s auto and homeowmers pools, which 
offer less coverage at higher rates. 

Besides the location of their residence, 
drivers find that sex, age and marital status 
are also important determinants in their in- 
surance costs. I believe such rating factors are 
unfair, and that an individual’s driving record 
should be the primary factor in determining 
one’s insurance rates. 

A bill requiring the individual characteristics 
of drivers and homeowners to be the primary 
determinants in insurance rate-setting has been 
passed by the legislature, but there are some 
differences between the Senate and House 
versions. A joint Senate-House committee will 
soon be ironing out those differences, and we 
should have a new insurance law on the books 
in the next few' weeks. 

Other issues the legislature will be tackling 
this fall include: 

— Wayne County re-organization - While I 


think it’s imperative that the legislature 
financially assist debt-ridden Wayne County, I 
also believe any major revisions in the county’s 
governmental structure should be made by the 
county's residents, not by the legislature or 
governor 

— Wetlands - This controversial legislation, 
now before the House, would prohibit land- 
owners from draining, filling or developing 
wetlands over five acres without state ap- 
proval. I voted for this bill, which passed the 
Senate last May, because I believe it is im- 
portant to preserve these spawning grounds 
and habitats of much of our wildlife. 

— Government - “Sunset*’ legislation 
requiring a review- of the effectiveness of all 
state agencies and programs and conflict-of- 
interest standards for all government officials 
are two important bills now before the 
legislature, both of which I support. 

— Labor - Worker’s compensation reform 
will be the focus of considerable attention. The 
legislative task force trying to resolve that 
issue recessed to compile additional data 
specifically with regard to cost-of-living for- 
mulas, but should resume work shortly. 

As Co-Chairman of that task force, I am 
guardedly optimistic that this year we will 
reach agreement on a reform package that 


provides greater equity to workers and em- 
ployers alike 

Also scheduled for fall consideration in the 
Labor Committee, which I chair, is a review of 
our state’s occupational safety and health act. 
Among the proposed changes my committee 
will be examining are: the procedure for 
“tagging” equipment found unsafe by state 
inspectors; a determination as to who should 
pay for safety equipment for workers’; em- 
ployee access to their health records; expenses 
for persons serving on advisory committees; 
and walk-around pay for workers involved in a 
MIOSHA investigation. 

A review of our unemployment compensation 
system, including an examination of benefit 
levels and a more precise definition of 
voluntary quits, is also on the fall agenda for 
the Labor Committee 

The legislature will also be working on im- 
proved home heating assistance for the elderly 
and poor, an updated juvenile code, final im- 
plementation of the Proposal E tax limitation 
amendment and some last details on the state 
budget. We’ll also be looking at proposed 
changes in Michigan’s presidential primary 
and returnable bottle and can law. 

In all, it should be an exciting and productive 
fall legislative session.

Thwarted initiative

“I don’t make jokes,” Will Rogers once said. 
“1 just watch the government and report the 
facts.” The great American humorist made that 
comment years ago. But what about today? 
What if he were with us now and had to report, 
for example, what just happened to Jody Gerard, 
a 12-year-old entrepreneur from Eddyville, New 
York? Could Will Rogers still keep a straight 
face while reporting everything the state’s tax 
authorities have done to keep this young worm 
grower from wiggling off their hook? 

You be the judge. Jody Gerard is no ordinary 
young man. He raises, digs and sells backyard 
worms — lots of them. And at 35 cents a dozen for 
Red Wigglers (a dozen of his prize Glass Worms 
will cost you 55 cents), he has established a 
growing business and a solid reputation as a 
hard worker. 

But one day this summer, Jody received a 
letter from the Department of Taxation that put 
the bite into his worm business. Tbe authorities 
had learned Jody had not been collecting sales 
taxes on his worm deals. They wanted their 
money ... and they threatened to get tough and 
haul Master Gerard into court if he did not 
promptly contact them 

So he did. Frightened out of his wits, he 
telephoned a tax official and explained he was 
only 12 years old and had no intention of breaking 


any laws — especially those he knew nothing 
about. There was a pause. The bureaucrats 
huddled, then told him to await their in- 
structions. They would consult further then get 
back to him with their decision. 

About a week later, the answer came. Like it 
or not, Jody would have to pay the tax. New Y ork 
State had decided his worms were tangible legal 
property. But about that same time, the story got 
out that a very enterprising young man felt he 
was being treated badly by his state govern- 
ment. Letters, supporting Jody, began pouring 
into Eddy ville’s post office — some from as far 
away as Switzerland. To date, well-wishers have 
mailed Jody more than $80 to cover his first 
quarter tax bill of 64 cents. 

Confronted with a rash of negative publicity, 
the bureaucracy began to bend ... slightly. One 
official who was reportedly “proud” of the way 
the whole affair had been handled, later claimed 
to have been misquoted. Promises were made to 
seek legislative relief so that minors with small 
businesses would be exempt from paying sales 
taxes. And in one majestically expensive gesture 
of sweet reasonableness, a state official was sent 
all the way to Jody’s home just to help him fill 
out his tax forms. 

What’s been accomplished? Government, so 


reluctant, so incapable of spending less and 
living within its means, has once again proved it 
will spare almost no time, effort or expense in 
defending its power to reap the rewards of 
someone else’s risks. 

Yet look at the price we must all pay. As soon 
as Jody learned he had a problem with the tax 
department, he closed down his worm> stand. 
Then the other kids in town, fearing they too 
might be violating the law and might be slapped 
with heavy fines, began taking down their signs 
and closing their stands. Today, the worm 
business in Eddyville has dried up. Gone too is a 
small spark of that vital spirit of self-initiative, 
and not just now — not just for the bait business 
— but perhaps for later in life, for more am- 
bitious pursuits. 

Eddyville is just one small mountain town. But 
what happened there is an important microcosm 
of the kind of bureaucratic overkill that is doing 
so much to destroy business initiative and 
growth all across America. Government doesn’t 
create progress, people do — millions of people 
like Jody Gerard who latch onto an idea to 
provide a product or a service others want or 
need When will we wake up and have the in- 
telligence and faith to place America’s future 
back in their hands?

catch up'

Vladimir Ilyich Lenin, who ruled 
Communist Russia from November 1917 
until early in 1924, sounded as clear a 
warning to the West as we might ever 
hear. “The bourgeoise,” he said, “will 
supply us with the rope... (with which) it 
will hang itself.” 

Recent history shows that this latter- 
day Ivan The Terrible knew only too well 
what he was talking about. 

And it’s not Coca-Cola or Pepsi. 

There is wide agreement throughout 
the West that the Soviet Union will lay 
claim to the world’s most destructive 
military arsenal in the next few years. As 
the United States was pouring money into 
a no-win war in Indochina, the experts 
advise, the Soviets were pouring money 
into missiles, heavy trucks, and the most 
modern Navy in the world — building 
their war machine. 

Now the United States will have to play 
catch up. 

But it always has been thought that the 
U S. could catch up because while the 
Soviets may enjoy superior military 
brawn, the U.S. enjoys superior military 
brain. In other words, while they may 
have more, we have better. 

However, analysts are no longer that 
certain. And they are doubly concerned 
(remember the words of Lenin) because 
it appears that the United States has 
graciously supplied much of the 
technology the Soviets have used to close 
the gap. 

The fail guy. in the scenario appear? to 
be the U.SCommerce Department, 
which, according to an analysis in 
Heritage Foundation’s National Security 
Record, has done an inadequate job 
discriminating between U.S. technologies 
which have military potential, and those 
which do not. 


Under the 1969 Export Administration 
Act, governing sales of technology to the 
Soviet bloc, the Commerce Department 
has the prinicpal authority to enforce 
national security export controls. 

The Defense Department has only a 
secondary, consultative role, in spite of 
DoD’s superior expertise in assessing 
what technologies may have military 
significance. 

As a result, U.S. know-how is now 
being used in the production of Soviet 
trucks, tanks, missiles, and similar war- 
making machinery. 

As the U.S. defense technology lead 
over the Soviets erodes, the argument 
that U.S. technological superiority offsets 
Soviet quantitative advantages in 
strategic weaponry becomes less and less 
convincing,” the study says. 

Ironically, the editors say, “it is clear 
that much of the improvement in Soviet 
military and strategic weapons systems 
has been due to U.S. technology, rather 
than to purely Soviet initiatives un- 
dertaken in response to the U.S.” 

They conclude that if the Soviets can 
divert peaceful technology to military 
ends “they will,” and that only better, 
more careful administration by the US. 
can prevent this. 

The matter is now before Congress, 
which appears to be qiovirig slowly, but 
in the right direction. While it has not 
stolen any headlines from the SALT 
treaty, this issue — more strictly con- 
trolling the sales of goods and 
technologies with military potential — 
could be even more important in the long 
run.

I don’t know about higher education. 

1 have this kid who graduated from 
college last summer You may remember 
him. he’s the one who could give me music 
for my electric toothbrush, who could get 
toast from the dishwasher and who used to 
love nothing beter than to grapple with the 
giant in the washing machine He was a 
great little kid 

He was neat, too 

His shoes were always lined up on his 
desk, his clothes were on the floor 
BEHIND the closet door, and when he got 
through in the bathroom, he left towels 
FOLDED in the sink. 

That was before he got educated. 

When that kid comes home from work he 
begins undressing at the front door. Shoes 
are left in the front hall, socks thrown in to 
land wherever, and coat hung on the 
doorknob. When he goes to bed he just 
steps out of whatever he has left on his 
body and leaves it in a little heap 

After seven months of just stepping out 
and leaving, he has quite a pile.

Can Carter's troops stop No. 1 state ranked Fordson?

Wayne will have that once-in-a 
lifetime opportunity to stand on th? 
pedestal of football fame Friday 
night when Coach Floyd Carter’s 
unbeaten Zebras take on the No. 1 
ranked state Class A team. Dear- 
born Fordson 

More than 5,000 high school 
football fans are expected to jam 
into Wayne Memorial stadium to 
watch the classic duel between the 
two Great Lakes 8 conference arch- 
adversaries. 

Fordson is coming off of a stun- 
ning 32-6 victory over Monroe, while 
Wayne defense shut out its fourth 
consecutive opponent, Taylor 
Center, 18-0. (The only points Wayne 
has given up this season was a safety 
in the Riverview game. And the 


offense accepted the blame for that 
one ) 

“Fordson is a superb football 
team,” Carter said. “They play 
tough on defense and have been 
averaging 30 to 35 points on offense. 


This will be a fine test for us.” 

Wayne’s defense must somehow 
contain the Tractors’ two explosive 
runningbacks. Ed Guido and Mike 
McGowan. The Zebras can counter 
with senior tailback Don Shumpert 


and junior runningback Rick 
Rogers However, Rogers is suf- 
fering from a ankle injury. In fact, 
lie didn’t see action last Friday at 
Taylor Center. 

Will he be ready for Fordson? 


“It s no secret that we held him 
out last week, fearing further in- 
jury. ” Carter said “We hope he’ll be 
ready, but. if he isn t, we have some 
other kids who look good." 

One of those candidates is Wayne 
Davis who rushed for 68-yards on 15 
carries and scored one of the three 
Zebra touchdowns against Taylor. 

Carter stressed that his team can’t 
afford to make the mistakes it has in 
the past and expect to emerge with 
the victory. “Fordson really 
capitalizes on your mistakes and we 
can’t do it and expect to beat them,” 
he said 

The first two times Wayne got the 
ball at Taylor it scored After Wayne 
received the opening kick-off, 
quarterback Rick Covault seamed 
together a 68-yard, 11-play drive 
which ended w ith Shumpert scooting 
three-vards into the Rams’ end zone. 


Covault’s contribution to that drive 
was a 31 -yard around right end gain, 
while Shumpert was singled out to 
carry the ball six of the 11 times. 

Pete Tavana tried the extra point 
and it was blocked After Wayne’s 
second touchdown, the Zebras went 
for a two-pointer, using the fake-kick 
ploy which didn’t work Tavana 
conversion attempt after the third 
TD sailed wide of the upright. 

Taylor’s first and only series of the 
first quarter was aborted when Gary 
Mazurek, a shortside halfback, 
glued his finers on to a deflected 
Scott Littlefield pass. Wayne took 
over on its own 26-yard line. 

It took Covault another 11 plays,

Wolverines

When the University of Michigan Wolverines come out of their 
trenches Saturday in East Lansing and clash with Michigan 
State’s Spartans there is no doubt in most football coaches’ 
minds in this area what the outcome of that battle will be - the 
Wolverines will emerge victorious. 

And they will have avenged last year’s upset to the gang that is 
purportedly going to go to the Rose Bowl in January. 

Listen to this: 

“I think MSU is teetering on the brink of disaster because their 
quarterbacks took a beating against Notre Dame,” said Livonia 
Franklin’s Armand Vigna. “I don’t think that MSU can bounce 
back in that short of time. 

“And if we go by comparative scores - though that is not a 
solid basis - however, Notre Dame was lucky to get by Michigan, 
and I don’t think the Irish had any problems with the Spartans,” 
Vigna pointed out. 

Wayne Memorial’s Steve Schwartz, a biased Wolverine, used a 
strange criterion to determine why he favored Bo’s boys. 

That criterion was ‘loyalty*. 

“After all, I helped with the stats for the football team while I 
was in school,” Schwartz said “And I have to remain loyal, don’t 
I?

And I always like to go with 
the underdogs. But in this particular game, I have to go with that 
team from Ann Arbor. They have too much for the Spartans. 
Besides my wife went to MSU. She says I’m always wrong.

Speaking of close games, probably the one played between the 
Belleville Cougar’s Junior Varsity and the Westland Comets 
earned a niche in the books as the “closest ever” in the Little 
League.

Anyway, the Westland Comets appeared to have the victory all 
sewed up. With 44 seconds remaining the Comets had a 12-0 lead, 
however, the Cougars had possession of the ball.

That’s why spaghetti with Italian Sausage and 
Zucchini is sure to satisfy both the cooks and congregants 
The sauce is a combination of meaty sausage and fresh zucchini (a good 
way to take care of this year’s bumper crop) simmered in Open Pit barbecue 
sauce accented with plum tomatoes and oregano for authentic Italian flavor. 
The recipe for 12 servings can be doubled or halved (for Saturday night 
supper) depending on how many antique buffs are expected Complete the 
menu with a serve-yourself salad bar and hot garlic bread in time to get in the 
winning bid on . a moose head or a brass bed. 

ITALIAN SAUSAGE AND ZUCCHINI 
3 pounds Italian sweet sausages, cut in chunks 
Water 

I cup chopped onions 

1 can (35 oz.) Italian-style plum tomatoes 
l bottle <18 oz.) all-purpose barbecue sauce 
1 tbsp. oregano 


1 * 2 tsp. salt 

1 1 2 pounds zucchini, thickly sliced (about 6 cups) 

2 medium green peppers, thinly sliced 

Parboil sausages in water to cover in large saucepan for 20 minutes, drain 
well Then saute sausages in large skillet until well browned Remove from 
pan. Saute onions in sausage drippings in the skillet until tender, adding a 
small amount of oil, if necessary. Add tomatoes, barbecue sauce, oregano and 
salt. Cover and simmer 40 minutes, stirring occasionally Add zucchini and 
peppers and cook 10 minutes longer. Serve over cooked spaghetti or macaroni 
and sprinkle with grated Parmesan cheese, if desired. Makes 3 quarts or 12 
servings

Alterations keep 


favorite pants 
in fashion this fall 


This fall fashion forecasts indicate 
that the pant look remains slim, 
through the hips and leg and tap- 
pered to a narrow width at the ankle. 

If your favorite pair of slacks are 
wide-legged bell-bottoms, you can 
easily alter them to reduce fullness 
and be right in style, according to 
Joanne Thurber, clothing and 
textiles specialist for the Michigan 
State University Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. She noted that the 
most important factor to consider 
before altering your slacks is your 
individual fashion taste and com- 
fort. 

‘‘Few people can wear the ex- 
tremely narrow pants (13 inches at 
the ankle) and feel comfortable in 
them,” Thurber said. ‘‘The im- 
portant thing to remember is that 
fashion is based on individuality. 
Consumers have the freedom to buy 
and wear clothes that they feel at- 
tractive in, and that are adaptable to 
their own particular lifestyles.” 

To alter slacks, first measure your 
thigh, knee and calf areas, allowing 
one to three inches ease at each 
of these points. Write the 
measurement down. 

Turn the slacks inside out and 
mark the hip point on the outer seam 
where you want the slacks to begin 
to taper. On the inner leg seam pick 
the point which feels most com- 
fortable to you to begin tapering. 

From these points use a yardstick 
or tape measure to mark a straight 
line down to the point of the new 
hemline. With the narrower look, 
pant hems fall just about to the top of 
the ankle. Open up the bottom hem 
and let out side seams to the 
hemline. 

It is important to note that inner 
and outer seams must be taken in 
equally at the hemline, not at the 
bottom edge of the slack to maintain 
the balance and crease of the pant. 
Thurber suggests an 18- to 20-inch 
ankle width for slacks most to insure 
a comfortable fit. 

Pin the pants along the markings 
to the hemline only, then baste and 
try on for fit. Open former leg seams 
only after fit has been adjusted and 
new seams have been sewn 
securely 

After completing leg seams, to 
ireure a smooth unpuckered hem. 


fold up each hem allowance 
separately and mark the bottom 
edge at the point of the new seam 
width. Mark the new seamline 
between the edge and the hemline, 
and baste. Stitch seams together, 
trim and press open: Turn up hem 
and blind stitch.
